Gov ernment Owned Railroads 
Billions in Public Utilities 
It would co st on an av erage o v er $33 to send a 
to n of freight from New York to Chicago, if the rail-, 
ro ads of the United S tates enjoyed the av erage 
freight rate of the P a na m a Railroad, Uncle S a m ’s 
o ne and only Go v ernm ent o wned and o p erated road, 
and the ultim ate co nsum er would hav e less chance 
th an he has now of getting out of the ‘u ltim ate ’ 
class,” says the W all Street Jo urnal. 
Co ntinuing, 
th at p ap er says: 


“The Federal Go v ernment exp ects to build a rail­ 
ro ad in Alaska to dev elop the reso urces of th at wo n­ 
derful cold sto rage p lant. 
But if freight rates p re­ 
v ailing on the railro ad acro ss the Isthm us of P anam a 
are any criterio n of what the G o v ernm ent ra te s in 
Alaska are to be, co nsum ers who use Alaskan coal 
will hav e to guard their bins like sub-treasury v aults. 
It seem s imp robable, but in any ev ent the trend of 
rates, w ith their necessary bearing up on the suc­ 
cess of op eratio n, should be watched with interest. 
“Comp ared with a ton mile rate of ap p ro xim ately 
three-quarters of a cent for the 
system s of the 
United States, the Panam a road had a rate of 3.48 
cents in the fiscal year ended June 30, 19 13. 
W ith 
an av erage freight haul sho rter th an the railro ads 
of the United States, the P anam a road p erfo rm s 
much the sam e term inal serv ice. 
Allowance must 
be made for this technical disadv antage. 
To equal­ 
ise the dill’» rent e, a cent may be added to the av er­ 
age rate of tlie United States ro ads for term inal 
charges, m aking a p utativ e ton mile rate 1.76 cents, 
instead of the actual 7.6 mills. 
Actually, of course, 
the term inal charge is included in the rate of 7.6 
mills. 
“W ith the p enny added, the Go v ernm ent road has 
an adv antage of 1.72 cents in its rate of nearly 100 
p er cent. 
If the United States ro ads had had th a t 
difference the cost to ship p ers would hav e been 
$2,000,000,000 more last year than it was and the 
freight gro ss rev enues of the railro ads of the co un­ 
try would hav e been $4,000,000,000 instead of $2,000,- 
000,000. 
“Co mp ariso ns of the o p eratio ns of the m ajo r rail­ 
ro ads of the United States with tho se of the Panam a 
Railroad m ust not be taken too literally, nor must 
hard and fast conclusions be drawn therefro m, hut 
there is so me illumination in the co mp ared results 
for the year ended June 30, 19 13:

“A no ther reflection of the P anam a ro ad’s higher 
rate is seen in the gro ss earnings p er mile, which 
are o v er fiv e times as high as the p riv ately o wned 
roads, 
altho ugh 
the 
Go v ernm ent 
ro ad’s 
to nnage 
density is only a little abo v e th at of the United 
S tates roads. 
The P anam a road, o p erating only 62 
miles of road straight acro ss the Isthmus, does no t 
hav e to wrestle with the co mp lexities of o p eratio n 
th a t face the big system s of this co untry. 
The sho rt­ 
ness of the G o v ernm ent line m ust be co nsidered 
w hen m aking deductio ns fro m the earnings co m­ 
p ariso ns. 
“On to tal m aintenance the P anam a line sp ent IS.9 
p er cent of gro ss earnings as co mp ared with 29 .7 
p er cent for the railro ads of the United States. W ith 
its high rate, the G o v ernm ent ro ad do es no t hav e 
to p erfo rm the same relativ e amo unt of serv ice as 
the ro ads of this co untry to o btain the sam e rev enue. 
In sho rt, quantity of serv ice, with its p ro p o rtio nate 
dem ands up on p lant, is a determ ining facto r in the 
lo wer m aintenance charge of the P anam a road as 
co mp ared with tho se of the o ther railro ads. 
Lo wer 
the freight rates of the P anam a road and the ratio 
of up keep charges would naturally rise. 
"The transp o rtatio n ratio, rep resenting to a large 
degree the cost of mo v ement, of the Panam a ro ad is 
lo wer than that of the system s of the United States. 
The questio n of wages may enter into this differ­ 
ence. 
But the amo unt of serv ice p erfo rmed for a 
giv en p rice is undoubtedly a factor. 
The railro ads 
of the United States are called up on to do more, 
must do relativ ely more to make p rofits with their 
lo wer rate. 
There are some big ro ads, no tably in 
the west, whose transp o rtatio n ratio is lower than 
that of the Panam a road. 
"T here are no taxes fo r the Panam a road to p ay 
and this is reflected in the net o p erating income. 
W hereas the net o p erating rev enue and the net 
o p rating income of the P anam a road p er mile are the 
same, for the United States roads net o p erating in­ 
come p er mile is $.35.7 less than net o p erating rev ­ 
enue p er mile. 
The difference is taxes. 
“A sm aller p ro p o rtio n of m aintenance charges to 
gro ss earnings, and the absence of taxes, to gether 
with tlie lower transp o rtatio n ratio enabled 
the 
Panam a ro ad to sav e ov er 39 p er cent of its gro ss 
rev enues p er mile for net o p erating income co m­ 
p ared with 26.7 p er cent for the United States ro ads. 
“ No ironclad 
argum ent relativ e to go v ernm ent 
o wnership can be drawn from the co mp arativ e fig­ 
ures, but it would be enlightening to see what the 
P anam a road would do with comp etition, Co mmis­ 
sion regulatio n and lo wer rates. 
It is a v ery sho rt 
road, but a large p art of its freight traffic is thro ugh 
business which m akes for simp ler and easier op ­ 
eratio n in itself.” 


California's Largest Taxp ayer 
S. V. Harkness, a multi-millionaire of Pasadena, 
and who assisted Jo hn D. Ro ckefeller in o rganizing 
the Standard Oil Comp any, is said to be the largest 
indiv idual taxp ayer w est of Chicago. 
His fo rtune 
is said to exceed $30,000,000, while his income for 
1913" is likewise stated to be $1,300,000. 
His income 
tax exceeded $60,000. 


May J oin Federal Reserv e Banks 
To benefit farm ers, the Rural Credit Commission 
has reco m mended to Co ngress th at banks with a 
cap italizatio n as low as $2000 be allowed to become 
m em bers of the new Federal R eserv e system. 
The 
co mmissio n co ntends th at the p resent, limit of 
$25 00 
p rev ents the benefits of the system being extended 
in a large degree to the farmers. 


Record for Electric Train 
A three-car train of the Oakland, Antioch and 
E astern, carrying -50 p assengers, established a rec­ 
ord for p assenger trains betw een Sacram ento , O ak­ 
land and San Francisco last Sunday by making the 
run to Oakland in two ho urs and eighteen m inutes 
and to San Francisco in two ho urs and fifty-fiv e m in­ 


utes. 


Few p erso ns hav e any idea of the m agnitude of 
the electric light and transp o rtatio n business no r 
of the eno rmo us am o unt of cap ital inv ested in these 
p ublic utilities. 
Some facts and figures p ertaining to 
these utilities are o btained fro m a lecture deliv ered 
by Francis T. H o m er und er the ausp ices of The 
Financial Fo rum of New York 
Mr. H o m er said in 
p art: 
“To day there are o v er $4,000,000,000 inv ested in 
tho se v entures. 
1 will tell you that during 19 13 o v er 
a million do llars a day, including Sunday, was p ut 
into tho se v entures, and then at the end of the year, 
by the way of a C hristm as gift, the inv esto rs had to 
p ro v ide about $65,000,000 of additio nal money. 
T hat 
in 19 12, when money w as easier to get, and the 
gro wth of the business was no t ham p ered by the 
lim itatio ns of the security m arket, instead of there 
being inv ested in this business in the neighbo rho o d 
of $453,000,000, as there w as in 19 13, the sho wing 
for 19 12 was $61^,100,000— so you are dealing with a 
trem endo us financial, economic and co mmercial p rob­ 
lem. 
At the p relim inary hearing which was held at 
W ashingto n befo re the Interstate Co m merce Com­ 
mission, on the p etitio n of the railro ads for a 5 p er 
cent increase in freight rates, Mr. Willard, the p resi­ 
dent of the B. A- O. system , said th a t since 19 10 
the railro ads had exp ended $600,000.000; that they 
had builded 30,000 additio nal miles of track and sid­ 
ings, and that their gro ss rev enues had increased but 
that their net rev enues had fallen off. 
Against that 
reco rd of $600.000,000 inv ested by the railw ays in 
three years, we set up the reco rd of the p ublic util­ 
ities co rp o ratio ns of this co untry, which hav e inv est­ 
ed in the one year $618 ,000,000, and in an adv erse 
year, like last year, $453,000,000, o r a to tal of $1,071,- 
000,000 in the two years. 
T h e figures l’o r 19 11 are 
not av ailable, but as th at w as a good financial year, 
it is safe to assum e that the inv estm ent that year 
was in the neighbo rho o d of $500,000,000 to $600,000,- 
000, and today for ev ery do llar th at is going into 
railro ads, there are two and a half do llars going into 
p ublic utilities. 
“Since 19 02, and sto p p ing with the term inatio n of 
19 11, to which the last d a ta 1 hav e is bro ught up , 
the gro ss earnings of the gas and electric light p o wer 
co mp anies increased lit) p er cent. 
The net earnings 
kep t p ace, and increased 100 p er cent. 
The electric 
railw ays for the sam e p erio d of ten years, sho wed 
an increase in gro ss of 75 p er cent. 
They sho wed an 
increase in net of 60 p er cent. 
T he steam railro ads 
for the ten-year p eriod sho wed a gro w th in gro ss of 
60 p er cent and a gro w th in net of only 40 p er cent, 
whilst industrials showed, fo r the ten-year p eriod, a 
gro wth of only 15 p er cent, w ith a decrease in the 
net earnings ap p licable to div idends, of 
10 p er cent. 
Consequently, in a ten-year p erio d in which we hav e 
added millions to o ur p o p ulatio ns, when industrial 
gro wth should at least keep step with the increased 
dem ands incident 
to 
an 
enlarged p o p ulation, its 
gro wth was only o ne of 15 p er cent, and it had to 
m anufacture and p ro duce on such a basis th at it rep ­ 
resented a loss of 10 p er cent. 
“I want you to realize th a t these trem endo us re ­ 
sults in gro wth, bo th gro ss and net, in p ublic utili­ 
ties co mp anies, hav e been acco mp lished under cir­ 
cum stances of which you can find no p arallel in any 
o ther line of hum an activ ity. 
In the twelv e years 
since 19 02, the efficiency of the electric lighting, 
thro ugh the im p ro v em ents in the lamp s and tlie 
av ailability of electric energy, has increased alm o st 
300 p er cent. 
Meantime, the av erage p rice charged 
for electrical energy has decreased ap p ro xim ately 
6») p er cent. 
Co nsequently, the efficiency of p ublic 
utilities— I cite electric light, but could giv e you the 
sam e illustratio ns as to gas, because you kno w w hat 
the W elsbach b urner and the new gas arc has do ne— 
has been increased, and th e p rice has been steadily 
on the decline. 
"T here is abo ut the p ublic utility business alm o st 
a ro mance. W ho ev er heard of the Great W hite W ay 
of New York, with the illum inatio ns of Broadway, 
until electric light made it p ossible?
